I had wanted to report that I had tried to find the informatio 
re Isaac Briscoe for which you asked--but with little success 
In September I wrote the Manuscripts and History Section of 
the State Library in Albany about Briscoe's property and what 
it brought at public auction. 


The reply to this letterm@me this week! Because it does con- 
tain some information, I'll pass it on to you now. The pertin- 
ent paragraph is: 


“Vermont, Secretary of State, State Papers of Vermont, V.0 
sequestration, Confiscation and Sale of Estates, 1941, cont- 
ains some twelve references to the lands etc. of Isaac Briscoe. 
on p.381 there is a certificate of Sherman Bordman (MSS State 
Papers of Vermant, Yol.37, p./0) to the erfect that he paid 
John Fasset Commiss of sale of Contiscateé@ lands of Isaac 
Briscoe (about 113 acres in Arlington) the sum of &800. For 
further data on this and other transcactions relative to these 
Arlington lands, it is suggested you write directly to the 
Secretary of State at Montpelier. " 


You will see that the 115 acres represents onl 
sixth of Briscoe's property, so there must be other records. 
I thought perhaps you would like to follow this up yourself-- 
if there is any urgency. I seem to be up to my neck these 
days--but I will write next week to Montppelier, if I don't 
hear from you. 

I had a week in New York in October, in the Reference Librar- 
ies and the Gen. and Biog. Society on East 53th. Most intere- 
esting things I read were the Asa Fitch Papers about Arlington 
district, in latter library, and the "01d Book" from John 
Street Church.
